San Francisco, August 24.—The 
y-ssibility of a new and independent 
- litical party, to be headed by Sen- 
ator William E. Borah, is causing, 
wide interest throughout the west. 

The report was given definite form 
Thursday by news from Nampa, Ida- 
Lo, that the “Idaho progressive par- 
ty,” generally regarded as Borah’s 
personal political machine, has 
launched-a boom for “Borah for presi- 
dent” on an independent ticket in 
1924. x 

At the same time the Idaho repub- 
lican state convention, meeting at 
Wallace, rejected 2 direct primary 
plank advocated by Borah, by a vote 
of 171 to 31, and took a stand advo. 
eating the Fordney-McCumber tar& 
in the face of Borah’s opposing vote 
in the senate, The “Idaho progressive 
indorsed the direct primary 
system. 

Vhile in the past Borah has al- 
ways had Idahe in his vest pocket, 
h’ staid on the tariff, especially his | 
vote against “schedule 11” on wool, 
has aroused wide opposition and caus- 
ed a split in the republican ranks, in 
which Borah came\out with a decided 
minority. 

Sheep-Raising State. 

Idaho republicans ‘are strongly sup- 
porting the wool tariff because Idaho 
is a sheep-raising state. The cattle 
interests are also said to resent Bo- 
rah’s vote against the entire bill. 

Borah does not come up for re-elec- 
tion until 1924. ‘ 

~ews of the Idaho staat has 
aroused wide interest in California, 
here reports are current that Hi- 
ram Johnson, should he meet defeat in 
te republican primary net Tuesday, 
will bolt the party and run as an in- 
dependent. 

Johnson has a record for political 
performances of this sort. He ran as 
an independent republican in 1910 
for the governorship, bolted the party 
in 1912 when he was a candidate for 
vice president on the Bull Moose tick- 
et, was re-elected to the governorship 
in 1914 as a progressive and captured 
both the republican and progressive 
nominations for senator in 1916. 

Triumvirate Possible. 

Following in the wake of hints that 
William Randolph Hearst may bolt 
the democratic party in New York, 
the formation of a Johnson-Borah- 
Hearst triumvirate is not regarded as 
an improbability. - | 

Should Johnson be returned to the 
senate as a republican, a different 
complexion would be given to the pos- 
sible organization. 

Idaho citizens are eagerly awaiting 
word from Washington as to Borah’s 
position.

Washington, August 23.—(By Con- 
stitation Leased Wire.)— Widespread 
comment was created at the capitol 
today over the failure of the republi- 
can state convention of Ohio yester- 
day. to mention in their resolutions 
important legislative issued sponsored 
by the Harding administration. 
According to press dispatches, the 
convention, after a bitter. struggle in 
the committee. on resolutions, rejected 
a ship subsidy plank which was 
brought from Washington by Con- 
gressman S. D. Fess, republican can- 
didate for the United States senate. 
The ship subsidy bill is admitted to 
be President Harding’s pet measure. 
No mention was likewise made of 
the Fordney-McCumber tariff bill, 
now in conference, nor the soldier 
bonus bill. The only reference to 
the tariff question was in the form 
of a statement demanding a tariff 
representing the difference in cost of 
production at home and abroad, with 
re specific mention of the’ pending 
bill.

Indirect Repudiation. 

In the eyes of capitol dnereers, 
the action of the convention is in- 
dicative of only one thing, which is

ALL IRELAND MOURNS 
WITH KITTY KIERNAN. «, ||- 


Dublin, August 24,—Resting in a 
plain oak coffin, the body of the Irish 
nation’s hero, Michael Collins, was 
| moved from St. Vincent's hospital 
Thursday night to the city hall, where 
it will lie in state until Monday. 
Thursday was a day of sorrow and 
mourning in Dublin. Four officers 
of the free state army guarded the 
body of Collins as it lay in the mortu- 
ary chapel of the hospital. Collins 


was dressed in his uniform as com- 
mander of the army. A rosary was 


clasped in his hands. 

Throughout the day a constant pro- 
cession of weeping men and women 
passed the bier of the martyred Irish 
leader. Hundreds paused to kiss his 
forehead, or to murmur a prayer, 
but of all the sorrowing figures that 
stooped to honor Collins, none touched 
the hearts of the nation as did pretty 
Kitty Kiernan, the sweetneart of the 
dauntless “Micky.” she was among 
the first to step within the little

Big Delay in Supplying

Washington, August 24.—It is now

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‘Culpepper Says Veterans 
Should Have Been Given 
Money Voted Them by 
Previous Assembly. 


Through the veto of the two con- 
federate pension billy passed by the 
legislature at its recent session, the 
sum of $264,200 now if the state 
treasury to the credit of the old class 
of pensioners of 1922 will be taken 
from these veterans and turned over 
to form a part of the sum of $550,- 
000 which will be paid to state insti- 
tutions under special apprepriation 
acts, according to.a statement issued 
at the capitol Thursday by Repre- 
sentative Culpepper. of Fayette coun- 
ty, vice chairman of the house com- 
mittee on appropriations and ways 
and means. 

Representative Culpepper iksued a 
statement to this effect following a 
conference held with Judge John Lind- 
sey, commissioner of pensions. He 
further declared that this money 15 
due the pensioners of the old class, 
which is composed of real confederate 
yeterans and has nothing to do with 
the new class pensioners, which in- 
clude widows of veterans, The total 
of the two appropriation bills was 
$1,200,000 for 1922 and $1,250,000 
for 1923. The 1922 bill contained 
two sections, one appropriating $226,- 
000 and the other appropriating $975,- 
000. The $226,000 was appropriated 
to the “old class” pensioners and the 
$975,000 to the “new class” pensioners, 
. Was Past Due Money. 

It is stated by Representative Cul- 
pepper that the $264,000 which was 
due the veterans under the 1921 ap- 
propriation act and which is now in 
the treasury will now be diverted into 
other channels, most of it going to pay 
appropriations made to various state 
institutions at the recent session of 
the legislature. 

Representative 
ment follows: 

“IT regret very much that the gov- 
ernor saw fit to veto the appropria- 
tions for the old soldiers. As qa mat- 
ter of fact there is now in the state 
treasury a balance due the old class 
pensioners the sum of $264,000. This 
amount remains from the sum of $1,- 
250,000 appropriated for this class of 
pensioners in 1921- as appears from 
a report of Commissioner Lindsey 
which was furnished the governor and 
the members of the legislature about 
July 1, 1922. 

“The resolution vetoed by Governor 
Hardwick carried two appropriations, 
one for $226,000 for the so-called ‘old 
class’ due January 1, 1922, and the 
other for $975,000 for what are known 
as the ‘new class,’ dug January 1, 
1922, and at the time the governor 
vetoed this resolution there was in 
the treasury enouBh money belonging 
io the ‘old class’ of pensioners to 
pay tbe appropriation specified for 
them, namely, $226,000 and leave a 
balance of $38,200 in the treasury. 

Could Have Split Veto. 

“In all fairness, since the govern- 
or has been vetoing one section of 
un appropriation bil] that he thougbt 
without merit and approving other 
sections in the same bill, why didn’t 
he approve the section in this resolu- 
tion for $226,000 as the money was 
there in the treasury belonging to 
ihe needy and indigent pensioners? 
‘Then if he fel the $075,000 section 
for the ‘new class’ should be disap- 
proved he could have vetoed it. 


“Not only does he veto the whole 
amount of the bill but he is quoted 


as saying he expects to use the $264,- 
000 which already belongs to the ola 
soldiers, to pay cefttain other appro- 
priations made by the legislature on 
the last night of the session which 
came over from the senate as au 
amendment to another appropriation 
measure. 

“Certainly the governor did not tréat 
the old soldiers fairly when he cut 
them off without an additional pen- 
ny. And now he says he will use 
ihe money now in the treasury be- 
longing to them to pay special appro- 
priations which are not even statutory, 
while as a matter of fact the people 
of the state have voted the payment 
of pensions into their constitution and

Richard Mulcahy has been named 
commander in chief of the free state 
army to take the place of Collins, and 
will fulfill the. pledge to carry on to 
save Ireland.

He 
is still in his thirties. 

Mulcahy had been employed in the 
postal service. He left his job to 
take up arms in the rebellion of 1016. 
Later he began to study medicine, 
but abandoned his books when the 
splits came in the rebel ranks and his 
eontinuous presence with the army 
was required. 

Great Military Organizer. 

Rising under Collins to minister of 
defense and chief of staff, his ap- 
pointment as commander-in-chief may 
mean that the destinies of the Irish 
nation rest in his hands. It will be 
his task to conquer the rebels sup- 
press internal warfare, and consolidate 
the country in the lines of peace. 

Muleahy has not the flashing per- 

sonality gf Collins. Rather he is ex- 
cessively modest and shy, but he 
is generally credited with having been 
a better military organizer than his 
chief, and having been the brains of 
the fre@ state’s defense. Collins had 
looked to him as a successor. 
The youthful commander has a 
greater influence today with the rank 
and file of free state soldiers than any 
man in Ireland. Already’ these are join- 
ing him to avenge the death of Col- 
ins, 

So Ireland, mourning the loss of 
another of those who have tried to 
unite her and bring an end to the 
long civil warfare, looks to the new 
leader to take up the fight where Col- 
lins dropped it and to carry out the 
pact made with his dead colleague.

Their 
ages range from 12 to 18 years and 
there are few older. 

“The chief of the tribe. a husky 
Samoan, turned over his grass hut 
palace to the mate and myself to be 
used as our private gmarters during

“We certainly did not lack for 
entertainment. 

“I had only thirty cents in my 
pocket when I landed, but money was 
no object. Many dinners were given 
in our honor and native maidens “in 
grass skirts performed hula dances 
for our amusement. 

Women Opposed Departure. 

“All the inhabitants of. the island 
are Christians and all lead upright 
lives. 

“We had a hard time getting away. 
The women wanted husbands and 
they pleaded with us and coaxed us 
to stay. Owing to the isolation of 
Tagawa, most of the men of mar- 
riageable age have left it. 

“On our twentieth day on the is- 
land Mate T. P. Bensen sighted the 
steamer Hauraki. We put out in our 
bont and signalled repeatedly, and 
finally catching the attention of those 
aboard her and they picked us up. 

“We were not worrying, for if the 
Hauraki had not sighted us we could 
have been taken off the island by the 
London missionary. society boat which 
calls at Tagawa twice each year.”

CAUSED RECOVERY 
IN LOCKJAW CASE 


Washington, August 24.—An amaz- 
ing exhibition of fortitude, résolution 
and downright gameness on the part 
of 14-year-old Russell Miller, was the 
main factor in his remarkable recov- 
ery from an attack of lockjaw, accord- 
ing to the doctors at the Emergency 
hospital here. 

The boy was severely injured two 
Weeks ago in an accident at a cream- 
ery in Woodstock, Va.’ He first en- 
dured amputation of four toes on his 
crushed foot without taking an an- 
aesthetic, and calmly observed the de- 
tails without complaint. 

Following the operation tetanus de- 
yeloped and his jaws locked. Hope 
for his recovery was abandoned by the 
attending doctors. Tetanus antitoxin 
Was injected to prolong the boy’s life. 
Injections of the serum were given at 
intervals until a total of 150,000 units 
were administered. Heretofore 50,- 
000 had been the maximum number of 
units given an adult. The power of 
resistance shown by the boy in these 
circumstances is considered unparal- 
leled by the hospital doctors.

Whether or not Governor Thomas 
W. Hardwick will exert executive 
clemency to save the life of Frank 
B. DuPre, youthful “Peachtree ban- 
dit.” will be made known probably 
early next week, he intimated yester- 
day at noon, following a hearing con- 
ducted in the senate chamber in which 
Attorneys H. A. Allen and W. I. 
Heyward made a final plea to save 
the condemned youth from the gal- 
lows. 

Solicitor John A. Boykin, Jesse E. 
Mercer, secretary of the Georgia Law 
iinforcement league; B. Graham 
West, wounded by the bandit just 
after he had shot to death Irby C. 
Walker, Pinkerton detective during 
the Five Points jewelry robbery dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays last year, 
and others opposed the plea for execu- 
tive clemency. 

Big Crowd 

Because of the 
which attended the 
whom were there in. DuPre’s interest, 
(;overnor Hardwick transferred the 
hearing from the executive offices to 
the senate chamber. And even this 
jegislative hall had no empty seats 
downstairs and only a few left in 
the balcony. 

Governor Hardwick frequently in- 
terrupted the speakers on both sides 
to ask them partinent facts regard- 
ing different phases of the case. One 
time he asked Attorney Allen if it 
was not the basis of his plea that the 
death sentence was excessiye punish- 
ment rather than denial of guilt, is 
which the leading defense attorney for 
the youth acquiesed. The governor 
also asked Mr. West, in the midst of 
his statement, to recount as nearly as 
possible the scene in the Kimball 
house when he was shot by DuPre. 

At the beginning of the hearing 
Governor Hardwick announced that 
an agreement between counsel had 
heen reached by which one hour would 
he allotted each side. The governor 
kept tab on the time. 

DuPre’s Father Present. 

The governor sat in the seat of the 
clerk of the senate only a few inches 
higher than the floor of the senate 
chamber. The father of DuPre oc- 
cupied a seat on the right of the gov- 
ernor. Near him sat Mrs. John E. 
(lower, of Eeast Lake, who made the 
appeal for commutation in behalf of 
the: 12.500 Atlanta women whose 
names were wigned to the petition, be- 
the Gedrgia prison commission 
two weeks ago. On the other side of 
the elder PuPre sat Mrs. C. T. Os- 
born, chairman of the committee of 
women who raised the funds’ with 
which it was planned to carry’ the 
fight to save DuPre's life into the fed- 
eral courts until Attorney Allen, after 
investigation, decided it impractica- 
ble.

Speakers at Hearing. 

Owing to the short time allowed 
each side, the speakers were confined 
to Attorneys Heyward and Allen for 
the defense and Solicitor Boykin, 
Meyer Goldberg, Jesse L. Mercer, se- 
cretary of the League for Law En- 
forcement Through Constituted Au- 
thorities. Mr. West and Attorney 


Hatcher for the state. 

Governor Hardwick refused to al- 
low Mrs. Clower “two minutes” in 
which to add to the plea of the defense 
when at the close of Attorney Allen's 
speech, she asked this privilege. 

The governor announced at the be- 
ginning of the hearing that the bur- 
den of proof would rest upon the at- 
torneyse for DuPre in view of his 
conviction in the courts and the re- 
fusal of the prison commission to im 
tervene. 

Attorney Heyward, in opening ‘for 
DuPre, argued that the youth did not 
have a fair and impartial trial as guar- 
anteed him under the laws of the 
commonwealth because, he said, four 
jurors expressed the opinion preced- 
ing the- trial that DuPre should be 
hanged. Ile spoke for 15 minutes. 

Following Attorney Heyward came 
Jesse I. Mercer, who characterized 
the interest shown by the women in 
DuPre as “misguided.” He calied 
DuPre a cringing coward and an aban- 
doned wreck and expressed the belief 
that clemency in the case would de 
more to destroy the governor's plat- 
form of law enforcement than any- 
thing in his administration. 

“Travesty on Justice.” 

Meyer Goldberg, a member of the 
Atlanta bar, followed with the de 
claration that having been a witness 
to the events transpiring immediately 
after Mr. West was wounded in the 
Kimball house lobby, in which one 
woman fainted and other were on 
the verge of it, he felt that it would 
be a travesty on justice for DuPre 
to be saved from the gallows. 

Attorney Boykin closing for the 
state, attacked the appeal of Attorney 
Allen regarding the four jurors’ by 
stating that there were men who sign- 
ed affidavits in the case “who were 
not preduced and could not be found.” 

At this juncture Attorney Allen 
jumped to his feet and accused Solici- 
to. Boykin of misstating the facts. 
He advanced from his seat on the 
steps leading to the president of the 
senate’s chair to the table in front 
of Gevernor Hardwick. It looked far 
a moment as though the two attor- 
neys would become personal in their 
remarks but at the insistence of the 
governor the disturbance was quieted 
after Attorney Allen had been promis- 
ed an opportunity to present his side 
of the case later. 

When he took the floor later Attor- 
nev Allen stated that certain of the 
affidavits were voluntarily withdrawn 
but that ten men whom he felt con- 
fident could not be impeached. had 
sworn to affidavits testifying to the 
effect that four of the jurors had ex- 
pressed opinions derogathry to Du: 
TY ; before the tirial. He admitted 
however. that Judge H. A. Matthews, 
trial judge, had overruled the applica- 
tion filed with the affidavits in the 
effort made to obtain a new terial fer 
DuPre. 

“Society Responsible.” 

Mr. Allen contended that society 
had no grounds t: ask for the death 
Penalty for DuPre and that it must 

held at least in a measure resnpon- 
sible for the conditions under which 
DuPre committed the crime. The 
vouth. Attorney Allen added, should 
have been strong enough to overcome

Solicitor Boykin and Mr. Allen had 
another tilt over the criminal record 
of DuPre, the attorney for the con- 
demned youth contending that his 
criminal record covered a period of 47 
days, culminating in the robbery, 
whfle solicitor Boykin stated that sev: 
eral indictments for crimes commit- 
ted in 1920 and previous to that date 
a : now on file in his office. 

Mr. Boykin, in the 30 minutes al- 
Joted him after other representatives 
of the state had spoken, oriefly sum- 
marized the mass of records in the 
case which were piled high on the 
table in front of the governor. He 
discussed the crimina: record of 
DuPre; the cold-bloodéd and aban- 
doned way in which the crime was 
committed; the cool method DuPre 
evinced following the crime in plan- 
ning disposal of the $2,500 diamond 
taken from the Nat Kaiser store and 
in his escape; his attitude of brag- 
gadocio in letters written from 
troit before his capture and subse- 
quent return to Atlanta; the youth's 
complete lack of repentance after the 
crime until the eleventh hour when, 
facing almost certain death on the 
gallows, he made the plea of “maudlin 
sentiment” in which so many “mis- 
guided good people” are his helpers. 

No New Evidence. 

Further, he said that the attorngys 
for DuPre had presented no new evi- 
dence on which to basé their appeal, 
but had made the plea purely upon 
technical grounds which did not af- 
fect the real guilt or innocence of 
the youth. 

In coneluding his argument, Solict- 
tor Boykin said that the law which 
carries a death penalty for murder 
should be repealed by statutory legis- 
lation and not through clemency. 
There will never be a more fitting 
case, he added, for the infliction of 
the extreme penalty. At this point 
he observed that in every case pre- 
sented for indictment, friends of the 
accused urge him to abrogate the law 
and save offenders from prosecution 
by every means possible. And no 
matter how grave the crime, he ad- 
ded, there will always be “misguided 
good people’ to intercede in behalf 
of the criminals. 

Governor Hardwick left immediate- 
ly following the hearing to- speak 
in the interest of his campaign for 
re-election. 


ROSSER SILENT 
ON NEW ANGLES 


No statement regarding additional

Candler, discounted rumors in circu- 
lation throughout the city Thursday 
by declaring that there were rw 
grounds on which a settlement could 
possibly be effected between Mr. and 
Mis Byfield and Candler of the suits 
ana counter suits growing out of an 
alleged scene in Mrs. Byfield’s state- 
room on board the steamer Beregaria 
while the party, with two of Mr. 
Cundler’s children were en route to 
France in July. 

Attorney Rosser and Byfield re- 
turned from New York Wednesday 
afternoon where it was reported they 
went to interview August Dreyer, 
New York attorney, and other per- 
sons there who were passengers on 
bourd the Berengnria at the time of 
the alleged incident which has caused 
suck a sensation in Atlanta. 

Attorney Dreyer was accused by 
Mr.. Candler of attempting to, force 
payment from him in the sum of $5,- 
OOO for alleged “professional services” 
rendered following the episode, before 
the party landed at Cherbourg and 
later in T’aris. In retaliation Dreyer 
intimated that he would enter suit 
for the same amount that Mrs.. By- 
field is asking from Candler, $100,000, 
for slander. Mrs. Byfield's suit is 
based on an alleged attack upon her 
by Candler during which her husband 
is said to have entered the stateroom 
snd demanded a payment of $25,000 
from Candler. 

Or the return of the party to At- 
lanta, Mr. Candler filed suit to stop 
payment on a note for $20,500 he had 
given Byfield in exchange for the 
check for $25,000 given him on board 
the ship, together with other cash 
considerations, which brought the af- 
fair into the public eye.

Pilotless Plane 
Is Latest Thing 
In Aeronautics 


New Yark, August 23.—A new type 
of seaplane which is almost capable 
of flying without a pilot, has been de- 
livered to the navy department. The 


lane, designed for the training of stu- 
ent aviators, combines safety fea- 
tures never before equalled in an air- 
craft, navy officers said, with qualities 
of speed ‘and maneuverability.

On the 
other hand,, if there was no weevil, donbt- 
less 80 much cotton would be praeguced it 
would not sell in times like these for 
enough to pay the cost of production. 

There is an under-consumption shown in 
the world of nearly ‘all farm products.; The 
reason for this is well known and peed not 
now be discussed. We are-bound to have 
jow prices for farm products until produc- 
tion by the farmer is cut ‘down to the point 
that no more will be produced than is ac- 
tually ‘required by the world. Educational 
work aleng this line is very much needed.

~_IN STRIKE DISORDER 


Warrants charging Robert B. Bo- 
gart, of 50 Lindsey street, and Sam 
Shockley, who _resides near Inman 
yeards, with violation of the inter- 
state commerce laws, in connection 
with the attack last Monday on 10 
negro employees of the Southern rail- 
way, one of whom was dangerously 
shot, were served early Thursday 
morning on the two men by United 
States deputy marshals following a 
three-hour grilling of Bogart earlier 
in the night. 

The arrest of the two men was the 
culminatien of an intensive investi- 
gation of a large number of persons, 
including several street car operatives 
of the Georgia Railway & Power com- 
pany and others said to have witness- 
ed the outbreak, conducted under the 
personal direction of United States 
District Attorney Clint W. Hager. 

Bogart was served with a summons 
about 10 o'clock Wednesday night to 
appear before the district attorney. 
He was subjected to a three-hour 
questioning and is said to have been 
identified by witnesses as one of the 
gang of 25 strikers who attacked the 
negroes. In the encounter Etheridge 
Hopkins, one of the negroes, was shot 
in the back and is said to be in a 
dying condition at Grady hospital. 

In charging Bogart and Shockley 
With violation of the interstate com- 
merce act, District Attorney Hager 
Stated that any act of interfering with 
movement of mails and trains came 
under that statute. In tbe event the 
wounded negro dies, it is intimated 
the two men will also be charged with 
murder, ‘They are being held in the 
Fulton county jail.

Unwilling Partnership. 

It was bad enough from the view- 
point of republican candidates, to have 
the president take them into unwilling 
partnership in the mess he as made of 
the two big strikes. The anticipation 
of that “strategic retreat” on his part 
had already angered them, particularly 
those in “close” distance. But he has 
done them a worse disservice than 
even this. He has blandly asked this 
refublican congress to enact compul- 
sery arbitration of disputes on the 
railrcads. He didn't say so in just 
these words, of course, but that’s the 
pith and point of his suggestion—if 
it has a meaning at all, it is said. 

Of the railroad labor board, Mr. 
Harding says the law ereating this 
governmental agency is “inadequate,” 
adding: “Contrary to popular impres- 
gion, it has little or no power to en- 
force its decisions. It can impose no 
penalries on either party disregarding 
its decisions. It cannot halt a strike, 
and manifestly congress deliberately 
omitted the enactment of compulsory 
arbitration. The decisions of the board 
must be made enforceable and effective 
against the carriers and the employees 
alike.”’ 

Clearly, in the eyes of observers, this 
is a recommendation for the adoption 
of compulsory arbitration under what- 
ever name it may be introduced. The 
republican congress which created the 
railroad labor board—and the presi- 
dent was a member of the senate at 
the time—dodged the issue of compul- 
sory arbitration. It is not likely this 
congress, with the fight of its life te 
be made between now and November, 
will add to its risks by taking the 
president’s advice on this delicate 
question. Congress believes that sins 
of omission are less discoverable than 
sins of commission. Which seems te 
explain why the former variety of sins 
is so popular in that quarter.

Cotton goods are so cheap and 
plentiful that some housewives think 
there are no adulterations or decep- 
tions practiced on this material. Fre- 
quently, however, cotton is artificially 
dressed or misrepresented in other 
ways. Here are some tests for good 
cotton: First, examihe the fiber. The 
individual cotton fiber is short and 
wavy. Then, you can tell good cotton 
by the feel. It is quite characteristic, 
once you become familiar with it. 

Cotton tears easily with a _ shbrill 
sound, and the ends of the fiber curl 
up and are fuzzy. That is an almost 
infallible test for good cotton. Tear- 
ing will also show you if the material 
has been sized (starched), for the 
presence of sizing will ‘appear as a 
cloud of dusty particles. Washing 
will remove the sizing, leaving the 
material without any body and show- 
ing loosely woven cloth of a poor 
quality. 

You will find that cotton burns with 
a flash, leaving just a little gray 
ash. The odor is that of burning 
leaves. 

With such simple tests there is 
really no excuse for buying poor or 
adulterated cotton goods,

Feat to Stimulate 
Aerial Progress

British Expert Sees No 
Military Value in 
“Gliders.” 


BY RALPH H. TURNER, 


United News Staff Correspondent. | 
London, August 24.—The feat of a. 


German student in remaining aloft 
for more than two hours “gliding” in 
a motoriess airplane will promote the 
discovery and perfection of a perfect- 
ly balanced machine which, with an 
engine attached,. will be superior to 
those now. muse, in the opinion of 
Frederick -Hapdley-Page, noted Brit- 
ish manufacturer of aircraft. 

Handley-Page did not believe. that 
the glider possessed any military- or 
commercial value in itself, however. 

“If a range of sufficiently. high 
hills could be built along the Dove: 
coast, and it. were possible to insure 
that wind would always be in the 
right direction, then gliders might be 
able to fly from England to Paris,” 
said Handley-Page. ° 

He compared the performance of 
the — craft with the flight of 
a gull. ) 


Corresponds to Gull. 


“They do the same thing as a gull, 
which is able to coast motionless when 
its wings are in the right direction,” 
he .explained. “With airplanes, the 
craft must jump off from a hill, from 
where it is shot into the air by means 
of an elastic catapault. 

“With suitable conditions, the rest 
is purely a matter of courage and 
nerves. However, the glider is lim- 
ited in its scope, and cannot control 
the winds.” 

Since the allies, in the treaty of 
Versailles, restricted German aircraft 
production, attention has been divert- 
ed to gliders, in which there has been 
marked development. Experts of the 
air ministry were deeply interested in 
the German experiments, but said they 
were no more than a pastime. 


: Will Try Cargoes. 

Berlin, August 24.—Having estab- 
lished that a motorless glider can re- 
main aloft for more than two hours ai 
a time, promoters of the .flying con- 
test at Gersfeld will next try to show 
that a considerable weight can be car- 
ried by a glider. 

The next few days will be devoted 
to attempts by contestants to make 
long overland flights instead of mere- 
ly striving for altitute in short take- 
offs. On some of these trips ballast 
will be carried by the fliers. 

Two of the record-breakers here- 
tofore mentioned in dispatches are 
said to have denied themselves food 
and undergone remarkable privations 
in order to save money to build their 
craft and promote the cause of fly- 
ing.”

1973 COTTON ACREAGE 


INCREASE OVER 1922 


The Georgia Railway and Power 
company makes the following report 
on the current industrial progress 
in Georgia : 

Outside of the railroad and coal 
strikes, the principal question in the 
south is the size of the cotton crop 
and the resultant price that will be 
paid for the staple. 

The area planted in cotton this 
year is larger throughout the south 
than last year, except in Georgia and 
South Carolina. In Georgia, although 
there has been a decline in the cot- 
ton condition figure, the situation on 
the last crop reporting date, was more 
hopeful. This may be explained by 
the fact that one month of extreme 
hazard has been passed and a fair 
crop is now in the southern portion 
of the state. 

During the past month weather con- 
ditions were a little more favorable 
for the growing of cotton than had 
heen the case previously although in- 
festation of the boll weevil through- 
out the section is reported. 

The cotton in the upper portion of 
Georgia grew splendidly during July.

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| ‘Fooling the Fish. 
(John B. Thompson in Adventure 
Magazine.) 

As fish grow up in a pond I am 
sure they feel the vibration from a 
man’s movements on shore; also the 
smal] fish that feed in shoal water 

e quickly at the presence of man 
and somehow or other transmit this to 
the other fish by their actions of get- 
ting into deep water. 

1 have studied this subject a great 
deal, and finally began wading. I got 
to where I wanted to cast, and after 
getting in the water never made any 
movement whatever for a long time. [ 
am sure fish do not see you when you 
are waist deep in water as they do 
when you are on shore. I used thé 
l lightest artificial lures with the 
{grooved heads that I could get. They 
went deep on fast reeling and brought 
) out many-a big fellow. 

When using a fly rod often I had 
good results from a bucktail and an V0 
‘Spinner, the smallest size. I used 
many times with success the little fly 
rod wooden plugs, one of the best 
methods is to attach a dropper fly as 
{usual and carry along the little plug 
as trailer. This looks like a minnow 
chasing a fly, and very few bass can 
resist it. Many ponds like yours are 
fine for late evening and night fish- 
ing. The best killers are bass bugs 
with fly rod, and any surface minnow. 
With it reel slowly, and you will have 
a fine thrill when they strike. 


The English walnut is not English 
at all. This nut came originally 
rom China, according -to records, 
since 1500 B. C., which is about the 
time that Chinese schools were start- 
ed.

The Indian nut, a 
tiny but .wonderfully flavored and 
nourishing pine tree seed, is found 


only in North and South America, and 
is the seed of the pinon pine. It is 
abcut the size of a navy bean, is au- 
tumnal brown in celor, with dapples 
and striations of a deeper brown, mak- 
ing it heautiful to look at. It is 
higH#ly charged with oil and is most 
delicious. It is the principal food of 
mountain squirrels or chipmunks. The 
wood of the tree which produces this 
seed is the best firewood in the world. 
It burns slowly, producing beautiful 
colors of flame and great heat. It 
abounds most profusely in the tem- 
nerate zone Rockies. The Colorado 
Rockies produce it in great quantities. 
The pinon nut finds no favor in its 
native country except among the 
squirrels. There is little sale for 
pinon nuts in the west. but the west- 
ern tmountaineers make much pin 
money gathering the nuts for the 
markets of the big eastern cities. 


Although the motor car is now com- 
mon in Japan, many of the more con- 
servative Japanese retain their “sta- 
bles” of human horses and ornate car- 
riages. Rickashaw men in private 
employment often wear handsome unl- 
forms, on which the crest of the eim- 
ployer is embroidered. They have won- 


Ten mites 
an hour is not an uncommon pace, and 
two men, alternately taking the post of 
leader and wheeler, will keep it up for 
fifty or sixty miles. Still, it is a pace 
that kills, and it used to be suid that 
the life of a rickshaw coolie did not

| Foundli g Prove 


— Story of Love and 


Suffering Revealed 
in Suit. 


BY ALEXANDER JONES.

Chicago, August 24.—Robert Wil- 
liam Ross, 10, was whirling east 

Thursday under the jealous guard to 
representatives of wealthy realtives, 
to take his place as the heir to mil- 


lions. 

Robert rode in a compartment and 
can have his meals served in state 
if he wishes, which ws vastly differ- 
ent from being a foundling at St. 
Vincent’s orphanage here, or, for <nat 
matter, from being for nine years the 
kidnaped foster-child of a San Fran- 
cisco police captain and his wife 

The boy was abundoned on rhe dovor- 
step of the guardian angel's home at 
Joliet just ten years ago and sent, 
when two weeks old, to St. Vincent's 
here. Behind his abandonment is a 
romantic story of the tragic ending of 
the love story of an eastern heiress 
who, before her death, told relatives 
of the birth of her son, and a nine- 
year fight to find him. The details of 
this story are locked in the hearts of 
the sisters at St. Vincent’s and the 
secret is safe. But the finding of 
the boy in San Francisco, his return 
to the orphanage here, the desperate 
court fight by the illegal ,foster par- 
ents, and the youngster’s triumphant 
journey are court record. 

History of Boy. 


After four days of heated argument 
ly prominent attorneys before Judge 
Timothy Hurley here, the court ruled 
that the boy had been illegally taken 
from the state by Mrs. Ethel Hand, 
while wealthy relatives were hunting 
desperately for the baby nine years 
ago. ‘The baby was given to Mrs. 
Hand on probation, St. Vincent's in- 
gestivation testified, introducing rec- 
ords. She took him to San Francisco 
and left him with her mother, Mrs. 
Permellia Ross, wife of Captain Wil- 
liam Ross of the San Francisco po- 
lice force, who adopted the child in 
California. 

The frantic eastern relitives, pledg- 
ing St. Vincent’s kindly sisters to 
secrecy, started an unremitting search 
for the boy. Mrs. Hand had divorced 
her husband ant had left Chicago. 
For nine years the search continued 
and finally Mrs. Hand returned and 
on publication of the announcement 
of her remarriage, she was found. 

Mrs. Gertrude Healy, investigator 
for the orphanage, hurried to San 
Francisco and filed habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings against Mrs. Ross, who fi- 
nally surrendered the boy. But. be- 
ing devoted to the little chap. she al- 
most immediately started proceedings 
here for return of Robert. Judge 
Harley upheld the contention of the 
orphanage that the boy had been kid- 
napped when taken from the state, 
and had been illegally adopted by Mrs. 
Ross in San Francisco. 

‘Attorneys for Mrs, Ross argued hot- 
lv against return of the boy to the or- 
phanage. They eould ‘see gno reason 
why the orphanage insisted on bring- 
ing the handsome little fellow back 
to an institution when he had a good 
Lome. St. Vincent’s said nothing. 

But Sunday the real secret came 
out. They were not trying to put 
the bov back in the orphanage. ‘They 
were working for unknown relatives, 
“one of the wealthiest families in the 
east,” and late in the day he rolled 
away to his new home, where, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Gertrude Healy the 
orphanage’s investigator, “he will 


Jhave everything any child could de- 


sire.” 
“T ean’t tell the names of the rela- 


tives.” Mrs. Healy told the United 
News. “I can’t even tell the name 
of the city i which he will live, ex- 
cept-that his,new home is near bos 
ton and on a wonderful estate. We 
have spent many sleepless nights over 
that bov and we are as happy for 
him as he is himself.”

writing shall be deemed a _ yviolation 
of the law.” It provides a penalty 
of not. more than ten years imprison- 
ment, or a fine of not more than 
$5,000 or both.
